‘A Poe Brings Highest - Price 
| Ever Paid for Work of an 
American. ~ 


NEW YORK, Nov. %.—The chief 
topic just now among collectors of rare 
books is the extraordinary price, 33800, 
paid by J. Pierpont Morgan at the sale 
of Frank Maier’s collection of first edi- 
tions of American authors last Monday 
evening at Andersons for a pamphiet 
of only. 32 pages, containing “The Mur- 
ders in the Rue Morgue” and “The Man 
That Was Used Up,” by Edgar Allan 
Poe. 
It is not only the record price for @ 
Poe work, but the highest price ever 


paid for a book printed in America. Its 
distanced rivals are the Chamberlain 
copy of Poe’s “Al Aaraas, Tamerlane, 
and Minor Phets’’ (presentation copy 
from his sister Rosalie), which sold for 
$2900 ‘in February last; the Maier copy 
of the same work (autograph inscription, 
“For My Cousin Elizabeth, E. A. Poe’), 
which Dodd, Mead & Co. bought last 
Tuesday for $2900, presumably for 
‘Stephen H. Wakeman, and Eliot’s In- 
dian Bible, which brought $3000 at Lord 
|Hardwick’s sale in June, 1888. 

Original Price Cheap. 


1848 issued No. 1 of “The Prose Ro- 
mances of Edgar A. Poe.’’ It is the 
work for which Mr. Morgan paid $3900. 
Publisher Graham's price was 12% cents. 
The expression, “Worth its weight in 
gold,” does not properly apply to this 
pamphiet, as it is worth more.than its 
weight in gold.

Land and Sea. 
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40 ARE SHOT TO DEATH

Cheers for Victory. Over Gov- 
ernment Troops Leads to 
Slaughter. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 2%.—The State 
and Navy departments got in toucit 
with Nicaragua over night through the 
gunboat Des Moines, which has been 
‘plying between Port Limon on the gu'f 
cost of Costa Rica, and Greytown, 
which is the southern port of Nicaragua 
of the same coast. . 
Capt. Shipley, commander of the Des 
Moines, reported briefly upon the con- 
ditions on the east coast of Nivaragua. 
which is entirely in the possession of 
the insurgent forces, with the exception 
of Greytown proper, where Gen. Toledo 
of President Zelaya’s army is hemmed 
in by land and sea by the revolution- 
ists. 
/ The only American warship on the 
west coast of Nicaragua is the Vicks- 
burg, lying off Corinto, but no word has 
come from that ship in the last two 
days, interrupted telegraphic communi- 
cations being the only explanation of- 
fered. 

Telegraph Failure Often. 
It has become a matter of common 
note that the telegraph fails in the most 
perfect weather when the United States 
Government tries to communicate with 
one of its diplomatic or consular agents 
in. times of revolution in Central 
America., eae 
That the explanation made by the 
Nicaraguan Government of the condi- 
tions under which the two Americans, 
Groce and Cannon were executed, as 
forecast in the news dispatches from 
Central America, will be unsatisfactory 
to the State Department safely can be 
predicted. From any point the official 
view is that the men were free from the 
charge of being spies and were entitled 
to be regarded’as prisoners of war, and 
therefore not subject to that penalty. 
Moreover, if they were captured in 
Costa Rice, as reported, the act was in 
clear violation of Costa Rican sover- 
eignty, and may easily involve Costa 
Rica with the Zelayan Government, if 
the American Government turns to 
Costa Rica for redress. ' 

Cerinto Scene of Killing, 
SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 2.—The 
steamer City of Para, here from Cen- 
tral American ports, brought a. report 
that 40 citizens of Corinto were shot to 
death recently by order of President 
Zelaya for having cheered the news 
of an insurgent victory. 
The town of Corinto was under a 
heavy guard, while the City of Para was 
tnere and her passengers made no at- 
tempt to go ashore. 
A communication from President Fu- 
guera of Salvador was received today 
by E. Mejia, Salvadorean Consul-Gen- 
éra!l in this city, denying that trouble 
existed there. Reports of disturbances, 
the President said, were based on the 
fact thet a number of citizens had con- 
ceived the idea of organizing in Nica- 
ragua a force to invade Salvador. These 
malcontents, however, were arrested in 
Honduras, where they are being held. 


Arms Reach Insurgents, 
NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 25.—One thou- 
sand Mauser rifles, 1,000,000 rounds of 
ammunition and four machine guns, 
shipped from a large ammunition house 
in New York, have been safely received 
by the Nicaraguan insurgents, accord- 
ing to advices from Gen. Estrada’s fo]- 
lowers. ‘ 

The munitions of war were first 
shipped here and taken aboard the Ut- 
stein, en route for Bluefields. The safe 
landing of these arms is considered of 
prime importance to the insurgents yn- 
der Gen. Chamorro, who are now be- 
sieging Gen. Toledo, who is reported 
bottled up in Greytown. 

In case of further activity near Blue- 
fields, the supply of ammunition will be 
helpful, not only to the insurgents, but. 
also to United States marines, should 
events make it necessary for them to 
join the ranks of those actually fighting 
in Nicaragua.

Declares He Tried Tried to Attack 
Her in the Laundry and 
She’ Escaped: 

HID UNDER A BED 

\ 
Police Working on a Theory 
That 4 Third Person Will 
Clear Up Mystery. 


WALTHAM, Mass., Noy. 2%.—The po 
lice are working on the theory that a 


third person will be found who can} 


clear up the mystery of the killing of 
Clarence F. Glover, laundry proprietor, 
Saturday night. While dying he ac- 
cused i6-year-old Hattie le Blane of 
shooting him. The girl insists he com- 
mitted suicide. 

Mrs Glover, the widow of the victim 
of the shooting, is virtually a prisoner 
in her home in’'Main street. The house 
is guarded by the police and Mrs. 
Glover has been told that she must not 
leave under threat of arrest. Bhe did not 
go in to see her husband when he was 
dying, although he asked for her pres- 
ence at his bedside. Mrs. Glover also 
told the police last night that she had 
no idea that the Le Blanc girl had been 
at her house since the shooting, though 
tne girl was found under a bed in the 
house. 

‘ Widow Is Examined. 

Mrs. Glover was given a searching 
examination at police headquarters to- 
day. Although the police profess to 
have learned nothing new of import- 
ance from her, they were more for- 
tunate, it is understood, in their exam- 
ination of Mr. and Mrs, George A. 
Freeman of Auburndale, friends of the 
Glovers. 

Hattie le Blanc, when arraigned in 
court, pleaded not guilty and waived 
examination, the case being continued 
until Dec. 7. 

When she was brought into the court 
she presented a pitiful appearance. She 
appeared even younger than 16 years. 
She showed extreme nervousness and 
appeared to be in a eondition ef great 
weakness. 

Here is Hattie le Blanc’s own story: 

“I was in the laundry with Mr. Glover 
Saturday night. I met him by appoint- 
ment. He made the arrangements on 
Saturday. morning: He was perfectly 
willing to meet me: He was there 
when I reached the laundry. 

“FT met him downstairs, We went up 
to the office on the Second floor to- 
gether. We had a talk. Glover at- 
tacked me.. He had a revélver with 
him. I. don't‘know where he got the 
revolver, or why he had it. 

“I didn’t have the revolver in my 
hands at all. I never touched it. I 
did not shoot him. I don’t know who 
shot him. I think he shot himself. 
I left him and was going through the 
window on the floor below when I 
heard the shot. I did not know he was 
shot or what it meant. I went through 
the Parkway and Moody street. I hur- 
ried to the Glover house. 

Stayed Under the Bed. 

“I remained in the house all the time 
up to the time I was feund. No one 
knew I was there. I had nothing to 
eat. I stayed in the same spot under 
It was awful 
cold and I was awful hungry. I thought 
I would starve to death. I did not know 
Mr. Glover was dead. 

“I hid away under the bed all that 
time because I was ashamed of myself 
and because I was afraid. I was not 
afraid of being arrested, but I was 
afraid of what would happen if it be- 
came known that I had met Mr. Glover 
in the laundry at night. Glover said 
he would kill me if I teld what hap- 
pened.”

4 PERSONS KILLED 


Locomotive Ga Beyond 
Reach of Telegraph and 
Meets ica Northern. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
LIND, Wash., Nov. 25.—Three persons 


killed, two fatally injured and five cars 
out of a train of six completely de- 
stroyed by fire, are the results of » 
wreck of a-Great Northern passenger 
train running on the Northern Pacific 
track a- mile from here early today. 

The aecident occurred either through 
misunderstanding or disregard of orders 
by thé-engineer of a ‘‘wild’’ engine. 

The Great Northern passenger train 
from the coast was traveling’ over the 
Northern Pacific track on account of 
floods and washouts on the Great 
Northern line. 

It was due in Lind ‘shortly after 1 
o’clock .this morning. The “wild’’ en- 
gine started west and no sooner had it 
left the stdtion than the operator knew 
that a mistake had been made, but had 
ne means of correcting it. 

Fire Envelapes Train. 

About a mile from Lind, the engine 
and the passenger came in collision. 
Immediately there was a terrific explo- 
sion, awakening every persen on the 
passenger train. Fire from the engine 
was communicated to the equipment and 
in a short time the mail and express 
ears, smoking car, chair car and a 
sleeper were in flames. The cars did 
not leave the track, and to this circum- 
stance as well as to the noise of the 
explosion, the passengers owe their 
lives. 

According to Engineer Rush, who had 
pulled the train to Prosser, but who 
was riding on the train from that point 
as @ passenger, every passenger escaped 
unscathed, except one, who was only 
slightly injured. 

The mail was hurriedly moved from 
the car and the main portions of ex- 
press were saved, together with much 
of the baggage. The unlucky train 
crew on the passenger engine who 
were on special duty, are believed to 
have been killed outright. It was not 
possible to get the body of the dead 
engineer out of the wreckage. 

Search of the ‘‘wild’’ engine, which 
was totally wrecked, disclosed its en- 
gineer and fireman so badly injured that 
death is believed to be a matter of only

proceedings of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission 60 days; thereafter no in- 
junction shallbe allowed against the or- 
der of the Commission unless granted 
by the whole court of five members; 
right of appeal from this court to be 4i- 
rect to the United States Supreme 
Court. 

2.To give the Interstate Commerce 
Commission the initiative power to bring 
complaints against unjust classification 
of merchandise for transportation. 

8. To give the Commission the power to 
fix rates after a complaint is lodged, 
and power to readjust classification 
when rites are determined unjust. 

More Power for Commission. 

4. To give the Commission the power 
to suspend, modify or annul any changes 
in rates or regulations which impose 
undue burdens on -shippers; to compel 
controlling carriers to unite in forming 
a through route and to fix the rate 
and apportion it among carriers; to 
prescribe fules and regulations under 
which shippers shall have the privilege 
to designate the route over which their 
shipments shall be carried to the desti- 
nation beyond that of the first carrier. 

5. To prohibit any interstate railroad 
company aecquiring stock in any com- 
peting railroad; to prohibit any railroad 
engaged in interestate commerce, after 
a certain date, holding stock in any 
competing railroad; to prohibit any rail- 
road engaged in interstate commerce 
from issuing any additional stocks or 
bonds or other obligations except with 
the approval of the Commissien, based 
upon a finding by the Commission that 
the same are issued, first, for the pur- 
posés authorized by law, and, second, 
for a price not less than par for stock 
and not less than the reasonable mar- 
‘ket value foér bonds, such price being 
paid either in cash, property or sérvice, 

and if property or services, then at the 
fair value thereof as’determined by the 
Commission 
To Permit Rate Agreemént. 

6. To permit railroads to agree upon 
traffic rates and make contracts with 
respect to rates that shall not be pool- 
ing contracts, but shall constitute agree- 
ments as to rates, provided always that 
such agreements shall receive the ap- 
proval of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. 

7. To regulate the railroad and com- 
mercial telegraph and telephone lines 
along the same lines as prescribed fop 
the railroads.

Candy Pleases Aged Poor. 

The old people at the Poorhouse had 
besides their turkey, cranberry sauce, 
potatoes, cabbdge, celery and _beans, 
mine pie and candy.

Chajrman Henry W. Kiel of the Re- 
publican City Committee says he favors 
the abolition of the House of Delegates, 
The present system of a House of Dele- 
gates and a City Council is not an ef- 
fective organization, he declares, and 
he believes one legislative body would 
do the work better. 





“Tl would recommend to the Freehold- { 


ers,”” said Mr. Kiel, “‘that they provide 
in the new charter for one legislative 
body of 20 common councilmen, two 
from each of 10 districts of/ the city, 
rearranged from the present 28 wards. 
The salary should be $3000 a year.’’ 

Mr. Kiel’s idea is that the council- 
men) should be residents of districts 
which name them, but elected by vote 
of the entire city. One in each dis- 
trict should be chosen for a long term 
and.the other a short term, he said. 
This would prevent the creation of an 
entirely new legislative body every four 
years.

The first three! clauses of the Federal ..anti- 
trust law prohibiting contracts, combinations and 
conspiracies in restraint of trade among the 
states and territories or with foreign nations, the 
monopolizing or the attempting to monopolize 
such trade or commerce, not only declare them 
illegal, but provide penalties for these offenses. 

The penalties are fines ranging from $500 to 
$5000, or imprisonment for one year, or both fine 
andimprisonment. | 
These criminal clauses are integral parts of the 
anti-trust.law. They are as important and as 
binding as the civil prohibitions. They were 
put in the law by Congress to be enforced. They 
were intended as a salutary check on the growth 
of monopoly, through humiliating penalties which 
do not end with mere denunciation of forms of 
oppression and modest pecuniary rake-offs from 
vast accumulations of spoils. 
The decision of theCireuit Court of Appeals 
in the Standard Oil case supplies a solid founda- 
tion for criminal prosecutions. It leaves nothing 
to be done but to proceed on the information 
gathered by the court and designated as convin- 
cing evidence of guilt. It denounces the Stand- 
ard Oil Trust and the men charged with its in- 
terests as guilty of every offense defined in the 
anti-trust law. It names the responsible men 
who are forbidden to continue their illegal acts; 
they are John D. Rockefeller, Wiliam Kocke- 
felier, Henry M. Flagler, John D. Archbold, 
still living and amenable to law. Three of the 
promoters designated are dead. 
What excuse has the Government for not en- 
forcing the whole law against these men and 
other men who may share in their guilt? Why 
should the civil] clauses and not the criminal 
clauses be enforced? Is it because the malefac- 
tors are rich and powerful? Does the Govern- 
ment want to demonstrate that the law is a re- 
specter of persons; that the wealthy criminal en- 
joys immunity from humiliating punishment in- 
flicted upon the poor offender? 
Gov. Hadley has performed valuable service 
in proving the power of the law to compel 
wealthy and influential offenders to appear in 
court and answer for their offenses and in blaz- 
ing the way to the sources of information con- 
cerning the offenses of gigantic corporations. He 
is doing even better service in pointing out the 
duty of the Government to enforce all the law 
against all offenders and to spare none. 
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In the despair of dissolution there is yet one 
beacon of hope flaming in the atmosphere for the 
trusts—Elihu Root’ is privileged to practice law 
between sessions,

At the per- 
formance, however, he was served with 
cream puffs, and what was the horror 
of the stage manager when from ‘the 
wings he beheld His Majesty eating 
cream puffs with a knife! 

The other day I assisted with one of 
your famous critics at the debut of a 
young American singer. The girl had 
a charming voice, well trained and flex. 
ible. But she had evidently never been 
taught anything but mere voice place- 
ment. The necessity of looking her 
best, of being well gowned, standing in 
» graceful and easy position-and walk- 
ing on and off the platform with dignity 
and a good carriage, had evidently not 
been impressed upon her. 

ohe dashed onto the stage like a 
whirlwind, swinging her arms; her frock 
of fine material was cut too short in 
front and was not well fitted.
